3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach a receiver having an array of sensors that processes 
received signals using a first adaptive filter that enhances a target signal, a second adaptive filter 
that suppresses an unwanted signal, processes the filtered signals in a frequency to domain to 
further suppress the unwanted signal, determines a direction of arrival of the target signal, and 
treats a signal of the received signals as an unwanted signal if the signal has not impinged on the 
array from within a selected angular range, as recited in claim 1 . 

The prior art of record also fails to teach a receiver having an array of sensors that 
processes received signals using a first adaptive filter that enhances a target signal, a second 
adaptive filter that suppresses an unwanted signal, processes the filtered signals in a frequency to

domain to further suppress the unwanted signal, and determines a signal energy from the 
received signals and a noise energy from the signal energy, where the signal energy is estimated 
according to the equation of claim 3. 

The prior art of record further fails to teach a receiver having an array of sensors that 
processes received signals using a first adaptive filter that enhances a target signal, a second 
adaptive filter that suppresses an unwanted signal, processes the filtered signals in a frequency to 
domain to further suppress the unwanted signal, determines a signal energy from the received 
signals and a noise energy from the signal energy, where the noise energy is calculated according 
to the equation of claim 4.
